WASHINGTON — President Roose- 


velt will find Puerto Rico as avid for 
a New Deal as was ever any of the 
states he leaves behind. 


He has a plan for that and probably 


will tell the 1,600,000 American citi- 
ens on the island something about it. 


The Puerto Ricans are enjoying the 


sweet and sour fruits of 35 years of 
American government, culture and 
economic exploitation. 


They have good Tiard roads, good 


schools, and good public health sys- 
tems. But most of them are suffering 
from undernourishment, 
unemploy- 


ment ana extreme poverty. 


Unequal division of weolth in the 


United States seems a mild comparison 
with its development and consequen- 
ces in Puerto Rico. Strong measures 
will be required to put the island on 
its feet. 


Behind the lovely modernized city 


of San Juan, oldest city under the 
American flag—Roosevelt will find a 
crazy economic system built up by 
American capital, which bought up 
vast acreages for sugar cane culti- 
vation and left Puerto Rico without 
enough to eat. 


Job Situation Critical 


Half the heads of families are count- 


ed as unemployed. Wages on the sug- 
ar plantation run from 50 to 80 cents 
a day and the average income of wage 
earners is between $150 and ?200 a 
year. 


The crux of the situation is that 


Puerto Ricans existing on such in- 
comes must buy the necessities of life 
—which they should produce at home 
—in the form 
of 
tarriff-protected 


goods from continental United States 
—rice, flour, salt, canned fish, meat, 
beans, cigarets cotton cloth and wear- 
ing apparel. Yet 80 per cent of the 
population si rural! 


About half the population is of 


Negro blood and most of the rest is 
Spanish.

Chemist to Make Lacquer and 


Celluloid From Southern Pine 


Dr. Charles H. Herty's White Paper Process Followed 


by Other Important Discoveries for the South 


SAVANNAH, Ga.—(/P)—Scientists are converting pine trees into pulps 


from which artificial silks, films, newspaper, explosives and lasquers can 
be made. 
& 
, 


A laboratory operated here by Dr. 


Charles H. Herty with 
aid 
of 
the 


Chemical Foundation. Inc., is opening 
up fields with vast economic potential- 
ities for pines abundant in the South 
but once used only for turpentine and 
resin products and lumber. 


The latest experiments, following on 


those by which Dr. Herty developed a 
process for making pine into white 
paper, have just been started with a 
view to making pine forests produce 
artificial fabrics and nitro-cellulose, 
a material used in films, celluloid, au- 


tomobile lacquers, gun cotton and for 
a dozen othet- purposes. 


Until recently, it was believed that 


pine had a high pitch content making 
it unfit for newsprint, artificial fabric 
and similar pulp uses. Spruce, approx- 
imately 70 per cent of which is im- 
ported, has been used. Du Herty 
found that the pitch content is negli- 
gible in pines under 25 years old. 
Small pines, cut down in thinning 
forests and often wasted, are used in

N. Y. Post Writer Declares 


Schacht Actually Runs 


Germany 


NEW YORK—(/P)—The Nek Post, 


in the first of three Copyrighted arti- 
cles by Johannes Steel, says that Adolf 
Hitler's rule of Germany has come to 
an end and that the Nax.i dictatorship 
will be succeeded bj1 a military dic- 
tatorship. 


Steel predicts these .seven steps in 


Germany. 


"1. Tool of forces stronger than 


himself. Hitler will be stripped of 
power, possibly within the next two 
weeks. 


"2. Hjalmar Schacht, real ruler of 


Germany for the past six months, will 
remain dictator of economic? and com- 
mercial policies. 


"3. The aged Von Hindcnburg will 


retire . 


"4. The former crown prince, or 


one of the Kaiser's grandsons, or Hit- 
ler himself, will be made regent.or 
president. 


"5. Franz von Papen or Hermann 


Wilhelm Goering will become chan- 
cellor. . . 


"6. If Hitler is made president, ex- 


ecutive power will be vested in the 
chancellor; if a Hohcnzollern becomes 
regent executive power will be theo- 
retically his. 


'7. Frit/. Thysecn, steel and power 


baron, will hold his grip as czar of the 
Ruhr and Rhine basins." 


Steel (the name is a non de plume) 


was for several years economic advis- 
or abroad for the German Ministry of 
Economics. He served as a member 
of the Prussian Diet and later became 
private secretary to the president of 
the Reichbank. Hjalmar Schmacht. On 
the day Hitler was appointed chancel- 
lor, Steel was arrested and sent to a 
concentration camp. He escaped, made 
his way to England and then to Amer-

In making rayon by Uie "viscose" 


process1, the same kind of pulp used in 
he newsprint mixture is the first step. 
Fhis is made by grinding the pine logs 
0 pieces in a machine something like 
1 huge pencil sharpener, cooking the 
chips in acid solution under pressure, 
washing, blenching and then rolling 
them into sheets like pieces of blot- 
ting paper. 


These are dipped in a caustic solu- 


tion, the excess pressed out and the 
impregnated sheet ground up to a 
kind of meal. 


Treated With Acid 


The next step is to treat this meal 


with carbon bisulphide turning it into 
a substance called cellulose xanthate 
which is dissolved in another caustic 
solution and run through a spinneret 
—a kind of collander with very fine 
holes—passing through an acid bath 
which makes the fine streams of fluid 
precipitate or form into threads. These 
threads, after a few other processes, 
;;re the yarns from which artificial 
silk fabrics are woven. 


To make the artificial silk, the pulp 


must be highly purified, white, free 
from dirt, low in ash content and high
